PUPILS from a Greenwich 
school got a helping hand from a 
celebrity gardener to plant a tree 
in school grounds after winning a 
London wide competition. 

St Alfege with St Peter’s primary 
School, in Creek Road, Greenwich, 
received ten fruit trees, a £100 voucher 
and help to plant a tree from Blue 
Peter gardener Chris Collins, and Rosie 
Boycott, chair of the London Food 
Board. 

The school was among the first 50 of 
300 London schools to apply for the 
free trees so they could create their 
own mini orchards. The giveaway was 
offered by Capital Growth, a network 


for food growing groups in London, 
and was supported by Gardening 
Express an online plant nursery who 
donated over 500 fruit trees to give 
away. 

Schools joining the network also 
benefit from a range of discounts and 
freebies including special offer of five 
trees for £29 from Gardening Express. 
Capital Growth, run by London Food

Gardens have been grown in schools, 
on estates, on roofs, in shops and even 
floating on the canal.

Get the jab and 
be flu safe 


PEOPLE at greatest risk from flu are 
urged to protect themselves and their 
families by having a free NHS flu j ah. 

For most people, having the flu means 
staying at home and keeping warm until 
we feel better. But for others, the flu can 
cause serious health problems and can 
even mean a spell in hospital. 

And if you’re a carer, or a parent with 
you children who also has a long-term 
health condition such as asthma, catching 
the flu can also mean that those you care 
for are also affected. 

However, people who are most at risk are 
entitled to a free NHS flu vaccination. 

You are in an ‘at risk’ group and 
entitled to the free NHS vaccination if: 

• you are 65 years-of-age or older 

• you are pregnant 

• you have a long-term health condition 
such as a heart problem; liver or kidney 
disease; a breathing problem such as 


asthma or emphysema; diabetes, or have 
had a stroke 

• your immune system is weakened due 
to, for instance, chemotherapy 

• you live in a residential care home or a 
nursing care home 

• you care for an older or disabled 
person, whose welfare would be affected 
if you became ill with the flu. 

The flu vaccine only lasts for a year, so 
if you had the jab last year, you will need 
another one to stay flu safe. It is safe, 
and doesn’t contain the <live> virus, so it 
cannot give you the flu. 

All you need to do is make an 
appointment with your GP. The best time 
to be vaccinated is at the start of the flu 
season but if you haven’t had your jab 
yet, it’s not too late. There are also a 
number of pharmacies offering the free 
vaccination. 

Dr Hany Wahba, a Plumstead-based 
GP and the chair of Greenwich Clinical 



Commissioning Group, said: “Flu is not 
like a cold - it can be a really serious 
illness for some people and it doesn’t just 
affect older people. If you’re pregnant, 
have lowered immunity or a long term 
health condition such as severe asthma, 
a chest or heart complaint, or diabetes, 
then you should also get a free flu jab 
from your GP or drop into one of the 
participating pharmacies in Greenwich 
and get flu safe. The flu jab is safe and it 
can’t give you flu.”

FREE health checks and advice 
from specialist cancer nurses are 
available as part of a roadshow 
touring the borough.

The public cancer awareness 
campaign called 'Tip the Balance 
Against Cancer', aims to raise 
awareness that having a healthier 
lifestyle can help reduce the risk 
of getting cancer. One in three 
cancers are linked to smoking, 
diet and being overweight - all 


things that people can change 
with support. 

The roadshow started its tour 
of Greenwich last Tuesday and 
will be stopping at the locations 
below over the next few weeks. 
Locals will be able to speak in 
confidence to an advisor on 
board, including specialist cancer 
nurses from MacMillan and 
Cancer Research UK. 

They will also be able to 
get tailored healthy living 
information and help to adopt 
healthier habits, like eating 
more healthily, cutting back on 
drinking, being more active and 
quitting smoking. 


Roadshow visitors can be 
referred to free, local NHS healthy 
living services, such as cookery 
clubs, Greenwich Get Active 
and the health trainer service 
for further support. And free 
services such as lung age testing, 
healthy weight checks and on- 
board stop smoking support will 
also be on offer. 

Advisors will also encourage 
visitors to be aware of early signs 
and symptoms of cancer and to 
attend their cancer screening 
invitations, as finding cancer 
early makes it more treatable and 
could be life-saving.

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THE respite of winter quarters gave 
the armies of the Seven Years War 
the opportunity to recuperate, both 
materially and spiritually. 


It was during these stand-downs in the 
18th century conflict that the officers 
of the Royal Artillery discovered that 
their drums and fifes left much to be 
desired compared to the fine bands of 
the German allies. 

The Royal Artillery Orchestra and 
Band was founded in 1762 by William 
Phillips, a captain who served with 
great distinction during the war which 
raged from 1756 to 1763. Now, 250 years 
later, it’s the oldest permanent musical 
organisation in Great Britain, pre-dating 
the London Philharmonic by half a 
century. 

Away from the noise of war and army 
bands, the officers yearned for softer 
music in the officers mess where music 
had become a necessary part to the 
evening meal. It was during a six- 
month rest that Phillips instigated the 
formation of the band. 

Peace was proclaimed in November 
1762, and early the following year the 
band commenced their homeward march 
through Holland, embarking at Bremen 
in June for Woolwich, where the band 
remains to this very day. In January 
1773, the Master Musician (Director of 
Music) and the eight musicians were 
placed on a separate muster roll and 
pay list. 

From these humble beginnings the 
band and orchestra made gradual 
progress, increasing one by one. 

The most drastic change happened 
in 1801, when the Royal Irish Artillery 
Band was amalgamated with the Royal 
Artillery Band, increasing personnel 
to 22. In 1810 the then Master 
Musician, George McKenzie 
and leader violinist devoted 
his attention to the 
orchestra, and he may 
fairly be claimed as the 
father of the orchestra. 

Between 1810 and 
1815 the famed Royal 
Artillery concerts 
began and they became a 
regular feature of London 
musical life for more 
than a century. It was the 
dawning of a great musical 
organisation, an orchestra of 
unsurpassed ability, even in those 
days. It soon grew in size, to around 40 
members. The programmes of this period 
contained the symphonies of Beethoven, 
Mozart, Haydn, Mendelssohn, Spohr 
and Schumann. The 88-strong orchestra 
was led to its most celebrated heights 
by Ladislao Zavertal and attracted 
audiences and distinguished guests 
from all over London to winter concerts 
in Woolwich. On a number of occasions 
Queen Victoria engaged the orchestra 
by royal command to play at state 
banquets. 

The ensemble has many famous 
admirers, among them Sir Edward Elgar 
and Sir Edward German. Each had good 
reason to thank Zavertal for he had 
performed their works whilst they were 
still in relative obscurity, and there were 
many other composers whose works 
were first brought to notice in Britain 
through his interpretations.

Not content with this, Zavertal sought 
a yet wider audience, organising a series 
of concerts in London, at the Albert Hall, 
the Queen’s Hall and St James’s Hall. 
Over the years, countless musicians from 
the Royal Artillery Band and Orchestra, 
particularly from around the 1950s, 
have taken their place in the higher 
echelons of the music world. Some of 
the fine orchestras in the country and 
pit bands have been graced by many 
past and present members of the band. 
The orchestra has toured with Sir Harry 
Secombe and Anne Shelton, and has 
accompanied world-class soloists 
including Nigel Kennedy.

The free networking meetings are aimed 
at owners and founders of their own 
businesses as well as employees of small 
businesses and aim to support those who 
wish to start their own businesses and 
businesses of all sizes that are already 
trading. 

The Women Mean Business meetings 
are held every few months and take place 
during the day to fit in with school hours. 

Meetings include an opening address by 
a business adviser from SEE or Cllr Denise 
Hyland, the royal borough’s cabinet 
member for regeneration, enterprise and 
skills. 

Then business owners are invited to give 
three to four minute pitches to promote 
their businesses, followed by informal 
networking over refreshments. 

SEE business adviser Jane Holman said: 
“There is never a shortage of volunteers 
which is always very rewarding and the 
quality of the speakers is always high 
with their enthusiasm shared with all. 

“During the informal event, everyone 
is encouraged to circulate as widely as 
possible to make new business contacts. 
Display tables are also available for 
the promotion of either products or 
literature.” 

She added: “The Women Mean Business 
meetings are always very enjoyable 
with a _ % friendly and convivial 
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T HERE was no backing out of expanding 
her business for osteopath for Teri 
Turner. 

The 46-year-old businesswoman is about to 
open her second practice on the Royal Arsenal 
having run a surgery on the Slade in Plumstead 
since 2000. 

Teri, who once considered becoming a black 
taxi driver, finished training at the British 
School of Osteopathy in 1998. And she heralds 
South East Enterprise (SEE) for guiding her in 
the right direction. She told GT: “They originally 
helped me set up a website for free and I learned 
how to manage bookkeeping and basic business 
skills. The major impact for me was coming up 
with a business plan with an adviser who was 
previously a bank manager.” 

“I’ve been establishing a database and 
a clientele and we’ve got a really good team 
on board. We all pull together and have the 
knowledge and expertise to follow the practice 
through.” 

The learning curve hasn’t stopped for the 
Woolwich resident who went on another course 
with the business support agency during the 
summer. 

Teri said: “I went on a social media taster 
and we went through the benefits of sites 
Facebook, Linkedln and Twitter and learned 
how to link all those networks up together 
and to utilise them. Last year I went to 
a networking meeting at the Woolwich 
Centre and I got the chance to meet 
other business owners in Woolwich.” 

Getting her business up and 
running hasn’t always been smooth. I 
The new Royal Arsenal practice 
was scheduled for a January 2012 I 
opening. Teri encountered some 
legal obstacles, but she hasn’t let the 
setback deter her. “It’s taken ten months 
to get it up and running, “ she said. “But the 
positive is that it’s given me a tool to network. 
Fortnightly networking meetings are held at the 
Royal Arsenal and that’s where I got to meet all 
sorts of local business owners and get my face 
known.” 

The osteopath says her new practice will offer 
an even broader range of services for potential 
clients. 

“Our new practice is bigger so we have more 
facilities available. We’ve already had interest 
from people who want to get registered so the 
word is getting out. We’ll offer more one-to- 
one programmes. We’ll offer decompression 
therapy which is a process that helps with 
disc injuries but doesn’t pose the same risks as 
surgery. Also we’re going to have deep tissue 
massage, hypnotherapy, pre-habilitation and 
rehabilitation facilities, injury prevention 
and options of pre-orthopaedic surgery which 
prepares patients for hip replacement surgery.” 

Teri advises new entrepreneurs to have a good 
strategy. “I can’t stress how important it is to 
have a business plan in place,” she said. “I’d also 
advise people to be realistic.” 

Teri wants to make her business a household 
name in the future. “I’d like to create a brand that 
people can rely on and trust with my practices. 
I’d like to do more medical acupuncture and 
establish a sports injury clinic and possibly look 
at other sites around the area.”

CHAS and Dave have been unfairly dismissed 
over the years as novelty and niche. 

Sure, their London leanings were always 
going to ensure that the duo found little fame 
or favour north of Watford or west of Reading. 
But their craft, musicianship and lyrical wit 
can't be sniffed at. 

Chas Hodges, let's not forget, was an 
esteemed session musician for nearly 20 years 
before he formed the partnership with Dave 
Peacock in the late 1970s. 

He's a virtuoso piano player, who learnt to 
play the while on tour with Jerry Lee Lewis in 
1 963. He was on bass at the time. 

And at the tail-end of the 20th century there 
was a reminder of his impeccable ear for a 
hook, when he was sampled on Eminem's 
debut single. My Name Is. The snippet was 
taken from Labi Siffre's equally unfinished 
song title, I Got The, on which Hodges played 
bass in 1975. Peacock also appeared on the 
record, playing keys. 

Chas is sans Dave these days, (though there 
are rumours of a reunion at Christmas). He 
appeared at the Pelton Arms with his son Nick 
on drums, and a new bass player. 

The Pelton's been making a strong case as 
one of the best venues for live music up close 
and personal. 

Squeeze's Chris Difford is a regular performer 
at the East Greenwich pub, and Housemartin 
and southern beaut Paul Heaton has also 
dropped in recently. 

Tonight, Chas leads a sweaty and energetic 
full house in a fittingly rambunctious jaunt 
through his impressive back catalogue. 

He plays all the hits, kicking off with London 
Girls and Down to Margate, before storming 
into his and Dave's first hit, Gertcha. 

Hodges has lost none of his enthusiasm, and 
his easy rapport with the crowd is a reminder of 
the affection he's held in. 

A breathless tribute to his mentor Jerry Lee 
follows, signposting Hodges' honky-tonk style 
on keys, before a Hodges/Lee Lewis take on 
Roll Over Beethoven. 

There's new material too: Got My Ticket to 
the Darts isn't going to win any prizes with the 
chin-scratchers - it's all barrelhouse ivories and 
knees-along chorus, but it slips as effortlessly 
into the set as a jellied eel into a jam jar.

work. 

He set off on a 71-date 
arena tour in August, which came to 
The 02 last week. 

Much maligned by alternative comics 
for observational material that spans 
the generations like a hand-me-down 
jumper, it’s a measure of his appeal 
that he’s playing 10 nights at the North 
Greenwich venue, a run which ends on 
October 5. 

The summer has been a gold mine of 
material for the beady-eyed McIntyre, 
and his new routine is another chance 
for audience members to turn to one 
another and exclaim: “I noticed that 
too!” 

The comedian said: “I always like 
talking about things that everyone 
is involved in, like Christmas or the 
weather.” 

The performer left nothing to chance, 
testing new material in a long run-up 
to the tour.

‘Excuse me, have you got odd shoes on?’

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mess. I don’t have any jokes and I can’t 
dress myself.’” The comic is back on the 
road after a three-year hiatus. He’s also 
had his fair share of injury problems. 

“I did a warm-up gig in Cork a few 
weeks ago. The Euros were on, and I 
was impersonating the England football 
team who never knew where the ball 
was against Italy. Suddenly, something 
just pinged in my knee. I thought it was 
all over. I’d torn my calf muscle and 
collapsed on stage. 

“I ended up having to wear one of those 
Beckham orthopaedic boots, it looked 
like I had been skiing, but had lost most 
of my equipment. People were thinking, 


‘Has he been mugged while skiing? He’s 
only wearing one boot.’” 

McIntyre’s looking forward to getting 
back in front of a live audience again.

He said: “At the beginning of this year, 
I said to myself, ‘I just want to focus on 
what I do best, which is stand-up.

The Devil 
is in the 
details 

UNHAPPY with his life, a man sells his soul to 
the Devil. IPs a fable that's been retold many 
times over the years. Its protagonists range 
from Robert Johnson at the crossroads in 
1920s America, to Keanu Reeves in the Devil's 
Advocate, and in 2007, Nicolas Cage's Ghost 
Rider. 

It's an intriguing, timeless concept that 
appeals to both our good and our bad sides. 

Faust, at Greenwich Theatre was a traditional 
retelling of Goethe's 18th century marker. 

The discourse was delivered in an energetic 
blend of poetry, music and verse. The mix 
of modem language and traditional rhyme 
partnered the physicality of the actors on 
stage. The cast's fluidity morphed into multiple 
characters and kept a thread of continuity 
flowing. 

The set was simple yet spoke volumes: dark 
and looming, the centre stage of wooden 
planks was a charred, burnt wasteland, smoke 
eerily wisped around the auditorium as an 
image of hell.

The troupe of seven chanted a religious mantra 
with Faust at the centre. Mephistopheles, 
mercurially played by Alex Mugnaioni, entered 
from the audience slowly making his way 
down the stairs, singing a sinister tune of how 
he'd acquire Faust's soul through "perpetual 
negation". He controlled a chorus of musicians 
with every shake of his hand. Perhaps too much 
attention was drawn to the choreography 
and flair of Mephistopheles character than 
Faust's who seemed like a poor runner up in 
comparison. 

The 23-year-old has a natural stage presence 
and delivered his lines with such clarity and 
intensity it were if he'd written them himself. His 
multiple talents in this production also included 
playing a range of instruments, among them, 
the saxophone, trumpet and guitar. 

Lloyd Gorman played the dumbfounded and 
greedy role of Faust whose seduction of the 
truly chaste Gretchen, elegantly portrayed 
by Eilidh Debonnaire, was endearing and 
evocative. "Your fall was the unkindest cut of 
all", was poignantly uttered. 

The show had all the ingredients of a classic 
drama - sin, lust, murder, betrayal with a good 
measure of jest thrown in. Unfortunately, it 
started to get lost in the last half with Gretchen's 
tortured monologue. But the devil was in the 
detail and the finale sent shivers down the 
spine with Faust's soul being torn out and 
handed to Mephistopheles as he stood centre 
stage with his shadow menacingly looming 
metres high across the curtain. Teaching us folk 
to remember that there really isn't an easy way 
to the top. 7/10

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert. 


Pick out your ideal property 

by looking in Greenwich Time or regularly checking the website: 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk/homes 

Click on your preference on the website. If you don’t have a computer, you 
can always use one for free in either your neighbourhood housing office, 
library or UK Online centre.

Currently the rent level for the properties you 
see advertised in Greenwich Homes is significantly 
lower than full market rents in private sector 
housing.
